BBAZHI, Ind., June 28.—Secretary 
Johnson, of the state bocurd of charities, 
left yesterday. He remained a day 
longer than the board to negotiate with 
the miners. The operators have agreed 
to reduce rents, powder uid pidE-shaip- 
ening proportionally to the reduction 
adced in mining. A proposition before 
the miners' executiye committee to sub- 
mit to the miners the question of pro- 
longing the strike 
was voted down 
through fear that a popular vote would 
favor resumption of work. 


SpBiNa VAuare, 111., June 28.—A ton 
of flour was received here yesterday for 
the locked-out miners from Joliet, and 
will be distributed at once. More con- 
tributions of provisions are expected to- 
day. About 400 names are enrolled on 
the books of the relief committee and a 
large amount wiU be needed to support 
them for any length of time. 
The 
miners of Laceyville have pledged them- 
selves to give $100 per month to the 
support of the needy here. 
BBBAIDWOOD, m., June 28.—Of all the 
mining towns in northern Illinois where 
destitution prevails, Braidwood proba- 
bly fumidies the largest number of ex- 
treme cases. There was a distribution 
of provisions by the relief committee 
yesterday, |md it was pitiful to soo the 
crowds of women and children waiting 
patiently for the delivery of a few 
pounds of flour or a scrap of meat. 


While there are many oases of desti- 
tution, yet the statement that 1,000 
families in Braidwood and vicinity are 
suffering from want of food is a pure 
fabrication. There were about fourteen 
hundred miners on the pay rolls of the 
Chicago, Wilmington 
and Vermillion 
coal company, which operates the rail- 
road mine& Pxobi^- 1»QOO eC ^bapa 
wore mailed men with ftunilies. 


Since the strike began several hun- 
d r e d of these families have reached the 
end of their resources, but the majority 
are by no means totally destitute. Most 
of the extreme cases of destitution are 
in the families of improvident and shift- 
less foreigners, who were a burden on 
their fellow miners, even in prosperous 
times. It is iJso true that many of 
those who have applied for relief are not 
destitute. 


OmcAoo, June 28.—Mayor Criegier 
has issued a call for a meeting of citi- 
zens on Saturday evening to omanize 
and render aid to the suffering coal 
miners and their families in the coal re- 
gions of Illinois.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—With refer- 
ence to the estimated deficiency in ihe 
appropriation for the payment of pen- 
sions during the current fiscal year and 
the alleged insufficiency of the appro- 
priation for the next fiscal year, as, an 
examination of the official estimates sub- 
mitted shows that the last congress orig- 
inally 
appropriated 
$80,446,300 
or 
$5,446,300 more than was asked for by 
tlvi -deiwaimieBt for the oorvoit fiaoaS 
year. 


Congress at the last session also sup- 
plied all of the deficiency of $8,000,000, 
then said to be nccessary for the current 
fiscal year. For the next or coming 
fiscal year, all the money asked for was 
appropriated. The original appropria- 
tions for the two years, the fiscal year 
just closing and the one beginning on 
the 1st of July next, were alike in 
amount, $80,446,300 for each year.

CmoAoo, June 2&—Beferring to the 
anonymous articles, di^MitoheB, etc., 
tiiat have af^peared in the press for the 
past few weeks, stating this and that 
pemon does not believe Dr. Cronin dead, 
a prominent member of the Cronin com- 
mitte said yesterday: 


"They are inspired by the same 
source as was the conq>iraay to kill Dr. 
Cronin and they are circulate^ through- 
out the conntzy for the purpose of pre- 
paring tiie public for one of the main 
points that the defense will attempt to 
make at the tpal. 


"The defense will raise the point that 
tile deatti of Dr. Cronin has not been 
proved, that the body was not positively 
identified, and that the fact that the 
doctor's clothes would have been dis- 
covered in England just before the trial 
began would, had not that part of the 
scheme already been nipped in the bud 
by the press, tend to give color to the 
theoïy." 


OMAHA, Neb., June 28.—Editor O . 
H. Bothaker, of the Bepublican, when 
asked last night about the interview 
with him in Kansas City in regard to 
the Cronin case said: "The reporter 
misquoted me. I did not say Cronin 
was alive. I said I had no evidence 
that he was dead. 


When asked if he had any evidence 
that Cronin was still alive, Mr. Both- 
aker said: "If I had I should not give 
it away." 


A few days before Hdb-. Bothaker went 
to Kansas City Thomas Brennan, of this 
city, formerly secretary of tbe Irish 
National League, showed him the fol- 
lowing telegram, which he had just re- 
ceived from a Chicago man:

We have strong evidence that Dr. P. 
H. Cronin is alive. Do yon know any 
facts that would lead you to believe he 
would be useful as a witness for the 
British government? Please ansner as 
soon as possible. 


Mr. Brennan said Patrick Eagan re- 
ceived a similar telegram and replied 
that he knew of no evidence that Cro- 
nin was alive. Mr. Brennan says he 
himself knows of no such evidence. 


UOBB INBICTMENTS EXPECTED. 


CmoAoo,

28.—^The 
special 
grand jury will finish its labors on the 
Cronin case to-morrow, when it will 
probably return at least three more in- 
dictments. 
The parties in question are 
said to be Alexander Sullivan, John F. 
Beggs and Patrick Cooney. 
There has 
been much talk about an omnibus in- 
dictment against No. 20, but no such 
action will be taken. The course of the 
grand jury will be conservative as far as 
indictments go. 
The report wUl be 
strong and will strike at the Clan-na- 
Gael in vigorous fashion. 


It was feared some days ago that the 
ury would not be able to finish its labors 
at this term, on the account of the &il- 
ure to produce stronger evidence con- 
necting Alexander Sullivan with the 
case. The grand jurors are morally cer- 
tain that he is implicated, but the l^;al 
evidence was lacking. It appears that 
such evidence has been forthcoming dur- 
ing the last two days and that it came 
from a "squealer." 


It is said that Beggs has weakened 
perceptibly and it is believed that he 
wiU talk truthfully if he can once be 
convinced that it will help to preserve 
the i^ymmetry of his neck. 
He is stiU a 
prisoner. 


WASOBONINA

The line of investigation followed by 
the grand jury this forenoon was to- 
ward uncovering the outer drde oi the 
plot. Some thirty Clan-na-Gtael men 
were summoned for to-day's session and 
the questions put to ttiem were all 
framed with the view of finding out, if 
possible, who was responsible for spread- 
ing the malicious reports that 
Dr. 
Cronin was a spy. 


There is no doubt but that the grand 
jury have decided that the assassination 
was the result of the theory held by thé 
camp that Cronin was a qpy. Every 
man who made such insinuations, know- 
ing them to be false, is an accessoiy to 
the murder under the law and will be so 
considered by the gnmd jury. 


A great many people believe that the 
state is relying scdely upon the oiroum- 
stantial evidenee—the motive for mur- 
der—against Alexander Sullivan, and 
tiiat such evidence is wludly insufficient 
to convince a jury of the lawyer's guilt.
